At  times  the  weekly  supply  wires  furnished  the  Area  Marketing  Reports 
offices  show  a  seemingly  very  large  number  of  "plentiful"  items  and 
include  some  which  from  a  'consumer  standpoint  can  hardly  be  considered 
plentiful  as  a  "seasonable  buy".    Eor  example  a  recent  report  from  one 
city  showed  22  plentiful  items  among  which  was  celery  at  a  time  when 
the  wholesale  market  on  celery  was  around  $6.50-8.00  per  crate  -  certainly 
not  an  attractive  price  from  the  consumer  standpoint.     Eor  purposes  of 
this  report  "plentiful"  should  be  considered  as  more  or  less  synonymous 
with  "liberal"  or  possibly  a  little  lighter.     This-vnuld  mean  availability 
in  fairly  liberal  quantities  in  retail  markets  at  reasonable  retail  prices, 
based  on  wholesale  supplies,  and  prices.-    When  a  commodity  is  in  a  distress 
situation  from  a  supply  standpoint  it  should  be  reported  as  liberal  or 
heavy-     If  in  a  distress  situation  from  lack  of  demand  it  can  best  >e 
reported  in  some  suck* manner  as  "supplies  light. but  little  demand,  price 
low".     These  wires-  should  not  attempt  to  cover  all  commodities  each  week. 
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Report  on  those  commodities  which  are  important  from  the  overall  food 
pciture,  and  any  items  which  are  of  particular  current  interest  or  in 
need  of  promotion.    Omit  reference  to  minor  items  which  are  always 
found  in  .'limited  quantities  and  are  unimportant  from  the  consumer's 
angle.     Reference  to  items  needing  promotion  should  "be  made  when  there 
is  a  surplus  or  distress  situation  on  the  .market  and  reasonable 
certainty  that  the  consumer  can  actually  find  the  commodity  at  reason- 
able prices.     For  "brevity  and  as  an  kid  in  interpretation  it  is 
suggested  these  wires  he  set  up  in  somewhat  the  following  manner? 

Heavy needing  promotion:    Potatoes,  New  Jersey  supplies 
especially  heavy.  - 

Liberal  -  very  reasonably  priced:  Cabbage,  onions. 

Plentiful  -  Oranges,  especially  small  sizes;  tomatoes. 

Moderate  -  Peas  from"  Colorado ,  prunes,  grapes.-.  -  ■ 

Light  -    Peppers,  etc.  ■  •  •  •  - 

New  on  Market:    Florida  Grapefruit;  eastern  grapes. 

Season  about  endeji  —  Peaches  •  r  ■ .«,- 

Such-  comments  as  are  needed  to  add  color  or  background  may  be  included. 
Remember  the  final  reports  issued  by  the  Marketing  Reports  Division, 
based  on  your  wires,  are  primarily  for  the  benefit  of  radio  commentators, 
and  food  editors.  .  Their  interest  is  from  the  consumers  angle  rather  than 
from  the ' wholesalers  angle.

Grower  prices  for  apples  which  will.be  us-^d  in  establishing  processors' 
ceiling  prices  for  all  apple  products  hate  been  announced  by  the'  U.  S... 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  Office  of  Price  Administration. 
Prices.' per  100  pounds  for  U.S..  jo.  1  Cannery  grade  2-1/4  inches  and  up 
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(and  "C"  grade  as  established  under  Washington  and  Oregon  State  grades)  ar- 
$4.10  for  class  A  varieties  and  $3*30  for  class  B  varieties  in  Washington, 
Oregon,  California,  Idaho,  and  wfontana  and  $5.60  for  class  A  varieties  and 
$4.55  for  class  3  varieties  in  all  other  states;  for  U.  S.  No.  2  Cannery- 
grade  2-1/4  inch  and  up,  prices  are  &2--20  for  class  A  varieties  and  $2.00 

for  class  B  varieties  in  Washington,  Oregon,  California,  Idaho  and  Montana 
and  $3.00  for  class  A  varieties  and  $2.70  for  class  5  varieties  in  all 
other  States;  for  arjplGs  which  grade  less  than  U.  S.'No.  2  Cannery  grade 
2-1/4  inch  size  (ciders)  prices  are  $1.25  for  both  class  A  and  Class  B 
varieties  in  Washington,  Oregon,  California,  Idaho  and  Montana,  and  $1.65 
for  both  class  A  and  class  B  varieties  in  all  other  States.    Prices  given 
are  for  apples  delivered  at  the  processing  plants  or  processors'  customary

The  ceiling  price  for  Concord  grapes  sold  for  "processing  has  been  increased 
from*.  $85  a  ton  to  $127  a  ton,  delivered  to  the  "buyer's  premises,  in  19 
eastern  and  north  central  States  by  Amendment  16  to  Maximum  Price  Regula- 
tion 425,  issued  by  the  Office  of  Price  Administration,  effective  August 
28,  1945.     The  States  to  which  this  increase  applies  are  Maine,  Vermont, 
New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut,  New  York,  New 
Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio ,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  Iowa, 
■Nebraska,  Minnesota,  North  Dakota  and  South  Dakota.     The  increase  was 
made  to  compensate  growers  .for  decreased  yields  due  to  unfavorable  growing 
weather.  •  .  ••• 

In  addition,   this  amendment  increases  ceiling  prices  for  such  grapes  in 
Oregon,  Washington,  Montana,  Idaho  and  Wyoming  from  352  a  ton  to  $54  a 
ton  in  order  to  meet  legal  minimum  requirements.

On  the  basis  of  available  information,  grade  and  size  regulations  under 
the  marketing  agreement  program,  as  recommended  by  the  'Tokay  Grape 
Industry  Committee,  were  not  made  effective.     However,   the  Committee  was 
informed  that  if,  as  the  season  progresses,  it  appears  that  .rices  will 
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not  average  above  parity,  we  will  give  prompt  consideration  to  any  fur- 
ther recommendation  relative  to  regulation  that  the  Committee  may  submit.

_SUEPLUS  VEGETABLE  SI  TjJaTI_0N 

•Cabbage;  The  early  fall  domestic  type  cabbage  crop  estimated  at  405,800 
tons  as  of  September  1,  is  53  percent  above  the  10-year  average  and  72 
percent  above  last  year's  domestic  type  crop.    Expanded. acreage  and 
very  favorable  weather  has  resulted  in  the  heavy  production.     There  is 
also  a , very  large  crop  of  Danish  type  cabbage  estimated  at  432,200  tons. 
Efforts  are* "being  made  to.  stimulate  consumer  demand  and  to  obtain  trade 
cooperation -in  moving  the  crop  through  regular  commercial  channels. 
Steps  are  also  being  taken  to  facilitate  maximum  use  of  cabbage  for 
sauerkraut;    Purhcases  for  school  lunch  programs  and  relief  institutions 
have  been  authorized  and  it  is  expected  that  considerable  quantities 
will  be  purchased  for  these  uses. 

&weetpo_t&:toe£  :    Reduction  of  Government  requirements  for  dehydrated 
sweetpotatbes  has  resulted  in  an  unsettled  condition  in  the  swee.tpotato 
marketing  situation.     There  is  also  the  possibility  of  local  surpluses 
in  certain  areas  producing  for  fresh  market.    Efforts  are  being  made  to 
develop  outlets  for  dehydrated  sweetpot;atoes  to  relieve  the  situation. 
It  is  also  probable  chat  purchases  for  school  lunch  and  relief  ins ti tu- 
ition uses  may  be  advisable.    Efforts  will,  of  course,  be  made  to  stimu- 
late consumer  interest  in  sweetpotatoes  and  to  obtain  trade  cooperation 
in  moving  through  regular  channels,,
